STRIKE CRISIS 
IS IMMINENT 


Ore Handlers and - Miners in 
Minnesota Will Probably 
Return to Work. 


-——_— 


Duluth, Minn., July 30—While the 
officials. of the steel corporation will 
continue the coueiliatory attitude 
which they bave tins far maitained 


toward the striking ore dock employ- 
ves, it is not believed that they will 
hold open to them an opportunity to 
work more than 2 hours. There is 
ufiquestioned basis for the statement 
that a reply has been drafted in ans- 
wer to the last communication of the 
strikers announcing their willingness 
to go to work upon the appointment 
of a committeo’ of arbitration, to settle 
the differences between the men and 
the company. This reply will be de- 
livered to the men carly tomorrow 
morning through the medium of May- 
or Cullum, It is understood that the 
letter will assert the willingness of 
the company to meet any of their em- 
ployees, individually, or as & commit- 
tee, to discuss with them any points 
in dispute which the men feel should 
be adjusted after they have returned 
to work, but at the same time point- 
ing out where they consider the arbi- 
tration does not concern the main 
issues between the men and the com 
pany. The Associai~i Press is in a 
position to state thut this letter will 
detinitely close these negotiations with 
the men on the patt of the United 
Steel corporation and should the men 
then decline to return to work the 
Steel corporation will proceed at once 
to make preparations to resume oper- 
ations on the docks with such labor 
as it may have at its command, It is 
understood from those in the confid- 
ence of the men that the latter will 
return to work and leave the adjust- 
ment of any grievances to the fairness 
of officials, 
Leoks for Return of Men. 

It seems to be the sentiment among 
business men and others who have 
kept in touch with the conditions on 
the range that as soon as the docks 
are in operation here the miners will 
all return to work'in the mines, In 
fact it is freely stated that except for 
those who are under the sway of the 
labor leaders of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, there will be a gen- 
eral rush to return to work when it 
is announced that the docks are in 
shape to handle all the cre that can 
be mined, 

The labor leaders, on their side, 
however, assert that they can keep 
the dock and mining operations tied 
up. The ‘abor leaders say that there 
will be no violence either in Duluth 
or Superior when the docks are re- 
opened for business, nor on the range 
when the mines are fully open and 
the men will not be molested if they 
want to retarn to work. 

Strike Has Been Orderly. 

The strike so far has been very ord 
erly, and the steel officials in speak- 
ing of the conduct of the men often 
reter to this fact, But there has been 
no occasion for any demonstrations 
exoept possibly at the mines, where 
work is gradually being resumed. The 
only incident on the range out of the 
ordinary, occurred this morning when 
Petriella, the strike leader, was ar- 
rested and placed in jail at Hibbing 
on a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons, He was bound over to the 
grand jury at the September term of 
the court in the sum of $1,009). Bail 
was promptly furnished by officials 
of the Western Federation and he was 
released. Petriella claims that he was 
carrying the revolver found on his 
person by the deputies because he had 
$1,000 in cash in his pockets. He said 
he was out collecting money from the 
local unions, There was scarcely a 
ripple of exeitement over the arrest. 

Quiet Along the Docks. 

The dock situation here remains 
quiet. The Allouez dock situation in 
Superior is also quiet. No loading of 
boats for the Greet Northern is going 
on there, The Allouez are waiting 
the outcome here in Duluth, The Un- 
ited States Steel corporation is said 
to be fully prepared for resumption 
of busiiess as soon as the men have 
given their final answer. There are 
trom 75 to 100 cars in the docks,some 
of them loaded and preparations have 
been made te house and feed what- 
ever workmen the company may find 
it necessary to use in starting full 
operations should their own men re- 
fuse to return et a time to be set. 
Ample protection against violence ot 
intimidation will be offered by city 
authorities. The latter say they do 
not think there will be any violence. 
They seem inclined to think that the 
men, when the company has said its 
last word, will, for the most part, ac- 
cept the dictum and trust to the fut- 
ure to regulate any of their grievances 
as the officials have promised them in 
letters already sent to the men, 

Crisis is Imminent. 

The crisis in the dock situation is 
at hand and it is predicted by tomor- 
row or by Thursday morning at the 
jutest it will be seen whether the 
strike will be over or just begun in 
earnest, 

Enough Men to Handle Ore. 

Tonight it isearned that about all 
of the men who have been stopping 
at West End hotels and supposed to 
have been brought in as strike break- 
ers, in case the dock strikers refused 
i. return to work, have disappeared 
and that they are housed in boarding 
It is estimat- 
d there are enobugh men to operate 
1e docks, In police circtes it ie learn- 
there is unusual activity prepar- 
for protection for the men who 
Ii may not be needed,

Outlook Grave in Other Places. 

A special from Nashwauk, Minn,, 
tonight says: County Attorney 
Thwing, of Itaisea county, and citi- 
zens of Nashwauk; Bovey, Coleraine 
and Grand Rapids, now in Nashwaak, 
have wired the governor requesting 
his answer in full as to sustaining 
the actions of Sheriff Hoolihan, whose 
removal has heen asked by the West- 
ern Federation agitators whose chief 
grievance is that the red flag was 
taken from them today by a deputy, 
situation is critical here. Two 
hundred irresponsible strikers are 
Nikely to continue serious disturb- 
anees indenitely and the county at- 
torney suggests that the deputies, who 
cannot remain much longer, be reliev- 
ed by troops as trouble will surely 
follow their departure to their homes. 
Two of the telegrams were sent by 
the county uttorney and one by the 
citizens jointly, Sheriff Hoolihan 
continues ta hold a tight grip on the 
situation sustaining the governor's 
pesition on the flaunting of the red 
flag. The mines are being operated 
end the men well protected. Some 
miners ar eready for work but are 
intimidated by threats, The. cité- 
zens here consider the outlook grave. 


SHOT MAN WHO 


WRECKED HOME 


Galician Husband Shoots Man 
Who Has Broken His Home. 
Then Surrenders. 


Saskatoon, July 380—John Mechal- 
chuk, railway foreman here, died at 
St. Paul’s hospital this evening as the 
result of a bullet in the right temple 
from a revolver in the hands of Metro 
Sharope. The latter locked up. 
Both men are Galicians 

The trouble arose over alleged im- 
proper relations between the victim 
and Sharope’s wife and the shooting 
occurred in the cottage of Mechal- 
chuk, Mechalchuk is a bachelor and 
only a fence separates his home 
from Sharope’s, Both men went out 
to work as usual at 7 o'clock yester- 
day. It would seem from the pris- 
oner’s story and the evidence picked 
up that Mechalchuk, when ine got the 
men to work started back in the diree- 
tion of his home. 

Sharope had evidently been suspect- 
ing that things were not right, fcr he 
also started for home almost immedi- 
ately afterwards, Sharope first went 
to his own home and not finding his 
wife there, started across the garden 
toward Mechalchuk’s shack, —Foot- 
prints led up to the centre window of 
the foreman’s house, tirat of the bed- 
room. The blind was drawn down al- 
most all the way. He peeped through 
and then climbed over the fence and 
went around to the back door. The 
three rooms of the house are in a row 
the one in the centre being the bed 
room, 

Sharope attacked Mechalehuk and 
in the struggle drew a revolver, Three 
shots were fired; one going through 
the door; another hit the baseboard in 
the kitchen, while a third struck 
Mechalchuk in the head, sending him 
to tho floor, where he was found un- 
conscious in a pool of blood. Sharope 
went out and gave himsely up te the’ 
police, His wife was arrested later 
and is being held to give evidence. 
She escaped out of the frort door 
when the row started, She is a 
young woman, about twenty and good 
looking, :

GREAT BRITAIN’S 
PROPOSITION 


For the Periodical Sitting of the 
Hague Conference Forestalls 
American Proposition. 


The Hague, juiy 50—-The British 
delegation working on a proposi- 
tion which, when it is presented, will 
cause cons‘derable surprise, as it

Queen Wilhelmine has 
upon Andrew Carnegie the 
Orange Nassau, 

The Orange of Nassau was founded 
in 1892 in the name of Queen Wilhel- 
mina. It is conferred for favor to the 
royal family or to the country and 
can be given to foreigners as weil as 
natvies, It consists of a blue enam- 
elled cross which has eight points, the 
whole being surrounded by a laurel 
wreath. In the centre is the national 
coat of arms on a blue ground sur- 
rounded by the inscription “Je Main. 
tiendrai.”’ On the reverse there is an 
inscription, “God seig met ous,’’ and 
a large “W.”

Cook, before whom the depositions 
were to have been taken in connec- 
tion with the suit to secure an ac- 
counting of the property of Mrs.
